This is the first issue of the Dean's Memo; you will receive regularly 
further issues in each month. While it is basically a medium for me to com- 
municate to you relevant news and operating procedures, it is also a medium 
for all of you to provide us with news on any issue relevant to the welfare, 
operation and success of the Faculty. 


I have asked Pat Pfeifer to become the editor of this paper, and on the 
following pages, she describes the structure and function of this Memo as we 
perceive it. 


My contribution to the first issue is strictly informative in nature: 
you will find a final and complete list of course offerings and lecture 
assignments in the Faculty of Commerce and Administration for the current year, 
and some rather interesting statistics which my office compiled as ammunition, 
supporting our request for a significant increase in resource allocation to 
our Faculty. 


I also attach a short summary of our ‘teaching load policy" which I am 
sure you are all well aware of, for your Department Chairmen must have discus- 
sed it with you while you were in the process of establishing your timetable. 
This policy obviously attempts to equalize teaching load assignments, while 
it incorporates the supervision of graduate students into the "normal" teach- 
ing load module. You may want to keep this in mind when assuming responsibil- 
ity for supervising graduate students doing their research project - the 
supervision that you are required to provide as part of your normal teaching 
load is quite explicit - should you want to undertake more supervisory 
responsibility, you would be doing it because you yourself so desire, not 
because the system in its biased ad-hocery forces you to do so. 


I hope you will find this circular worthwhile to read and worthwhile 
to keep and expecting an affirmative response, we have provided binders for 
this purpose.

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EDITOR'S NOTE 


The Dean's Memo has been created this year as a service and communications 
medium for the Faculty of Commerce and Administration. It will originate in 
Dean Berczi's office and be distributed to all faculty (both full and part-time ) 
and staff members on the first Monday of each month and, possibly, intermittently 
as news bulletins arise. This formal binder containing the first issue will be 
given only to full-time members, however, and it should be kept so that all 
newsletters can be conveniently stored together. 


The Memo will be serialized according to volume and issue number. The 
volume 1 series commencing with the present issue corresponds to the current 
academic year. Likewise, the volume 2 series will start with the academic 
year of 1973-74. Each item or article in every issue will be numbered so that 
in the future, particular reference may be made to an entry by designating, in 
sequence, the volume, issue and item numbers. e.g. 1 - 2 - 5 refers to first 
volume, second issue, fifth item).

This section will be utilized to keep you advised of any new or revised 
F.C.A. administrative procedures involving, for example, teaching loads, 
administrative responsibilities, travel or book allowances, personnel 
review procedures, holidays and vacations. 


one Environmental Information 


News, facts and figures of direct relevance or interest to our faculty, 
both from within and outside the university boundaries will be reported 
here. This might involve news items pertaining to the Loyola-Sir George 
negotiations, SGWUAT, directives from the Principal's Office or Personnel 
Department, policies announced by the Quebec Department of Education, the 
Committee of Commerce Deans or the M.B.A. Program.

Obviously, you as members 
of the Faculty of Commerce and Administration, must share the responsibility 
of its success through your interest and participation. When you have an 
item to submit, please present it to me fully typed and in its final form 
at least one week prior to publication.

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TEACHING LOAD IN THE FACULTY OF COMMERCE AND ADMINISTRATION 


1. In the Faculty of Commerce and Administration, each faculty member is 
expected to carry a standard teaching load of "10 contact hours per 
week" during each semester. 


2. "Contact hours" are defined the following way: 


(a) In undergraduate courses, each lecture-hour (or “lab'-hour) counts 
as one contact hour. 


(b) In graduate courses, each lecture-hour (or "lab"-hour) counts as 
two contact hours - not because a graduate lecture hour is more 
demanding than an undergraduate one, but because with each 
graduate semester course taught, the lecturer will be assigned 
a graduate student for project supervision. This will constitute 
part of the lecturer's standard teaching load, and the supervision 
of graduate students (research project) will automatically generate 
the additional “contact hours" that equalize the workload between 
teachers of graduate and undergraduate courses. (2 U.G. semester 
classes = 1 Grad. semester class + 1 Research Project supervision). 


3. The standard teaching load will consist of not less than two and not 
more than three course preparations for each semester. 


4. Each full time faculty member is expected to teach in both the Day 
and Evening Divisions; normally this would consist of 75% in the 
Day Division and 25% in the Evening Division. This rule, however, is 
more flexible than the others listed above. Should it be to the 
benefit of the Department that a faculty member carry more than 25% 
of his teaching load in the Evening Division, it may be arranged as 
long as his teaching in the Evening Division does not exceed 75% of his 
teaching load. 


5. Department Chairmen are entitled to 25% course remission; the Chairman 
of the Graduate Studies Committee is entitled to 50% course remission. 
The difference in treatment is due to the fact that Department Chairmen 
are entitled to a stipend for their administrative duties, while the 
Chairman of the Graduate Studies Committee is not. The Assistant Deans 
are also entitled to 50% course remission. The Dean who is entitled to 
100% course remission will not exercise that right; he will also carry 
a 50% teaching load.
